Lavenia Oldham. Miss Oldham is 
returning to the home land for a 
well-earned vacation of one year. 
She has been in Japan twelve years, 
having spent all this time in the 
city of Tokio, and has confined her 
efforts, for the most part, to one 
section of the city— Uehigome Ku. 
It is not necessary for me to intio- 
duce Miss Oldham to the American 
brotherhood ; she is known far and 
wide. Her work, however, I fear 
is not as widely known as it de- 
serves, even among those who are 
•acquainted with her as a mission- 
%-y. There are some whose work 
is largely on paper and consists in 
telling wuat they have done ad 
nauseam . To this class Miss Old- 
ham emphatically does not belong. 
I have read our papers for yeats, 
but do not remember having seen 
more than a paragraph from her 
pen.

Indianapolis, June 29 and 80, 1904. 
The platform was agreed upon in 
committee with practical unanimi- 
ty and is as follows: 

THE PLATFORM. 

The Resolutions Committee re- 
ported the following platform to 
the convention, which was adopted: 
"The Prohibition party, in na- 
tional conyention assembled at In- 
dianapolis, June 30, 1904, recog- 
nizing that the chief end of all gov- 
ernment is the establishment oi 
those principles of righteousness 
and justice that have been reveaied 
to man as the will of ever-living 
God, and desiring His blessing up- 
on our national life, and believing 
in the perpetuation of the high 
ideals of government of the people, 
by the people and for the people 
established by Our fathers, makes 
the following declaration of prin- 
ciples and purposes: 

'•1. The widely prevailing sys- 
tem of the licensed and legalized 
sale of alcoholic beverages is so 
ruinous to individual interests, so 
inimical to public welfare, so de- 
structive to national wealth and so 
subversive to the rights of the great 
masses of our citizenship that the 
destruction of the traffic is and for 
years has been the most important 
question in American politics. 

"2. We denounce the lack of 
statesmanship exhibited by the 
leaders of the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties in their refusal to 
recognize the paramount impor 
tance of this queatioo and the cow- 
ardice with which the leaders of 
these parties have courted the fav- 
or of those whose selfish interests 
are advanced by the continuation 
and augmentation of the tralhV, un- 
til today the influence of the liquor 
traffic practically dominates na- 
tional, state and local government 
throughout the nation.

Colonel Clarenoe Edwards, in an 
tble and interesting account of the 
; ionization and work of the Insu- 
lar Bureau of the War Department, 
io the June number of the National 
Geographic Magazine, thus sums 
up the difficulties with which vhe 
Philippine Islands have had to con 
ud during the past two years:

ALKALOID IN TOBACCO, 
la Harmful Element Rather Than 

Nimtlno. Say* SrUntUf 

The liritiah Medical Journal 
states that, according to ree« 
investigations brought to the 
tioe of the Vienna Academy 
Sciences, the aroma of tobai 
and the effect of tobacco on 1 
smoker' are not, as is commonly 
supposed, due to nicotine, but to 
a quite different chemical body, 
an alkuloid. Dr. Frenkel, the au- 
thor of the paper submitted to the 
academy, states that he observed 
that the physiological action of 
tobacco does not correspond to the 
amount of nicotine which it con 
tains, and he mentions that cer 
tain kiiftls of Havana tobacco 
vhich are poor in nicotine exer- 
ise a greater effect on the human 
system than any other kinds which 
are rich in nicotine. These facts 
induced Dr. Frenkel to exnmi: 
tobacco to spe if he could find the 
chemical body which really is 
se of disturbing or soothing 
ct». From different kinds of 
tobacco he separated a yellow 
looking salt. The further exam 
ination of this salt convinced Dr. 
Frenkel that the aroma and the 
effects of tobacco arise to a vcrv 
large extent from the alkaloid, 
which i a characterized by highlj 
volatile properties. If the con- 
lusions which Dr. Frenkel ar- 
ived at are correct, smoking may 
be freed of some of its evil effect*, 
for it may be possible, in contra 
distinction to the case of nicotine, 
to remove from tobacco the prop 
ert.v which acts deleteriously on 
the devotee of the "weed."
